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Letter from a released tapol 



The following is part of a letter from a former prisoner in East 
Java: 
Dear L. 

One wonders how the health situation of prisoners in East Java is. 
From my own experience, I can tell you that it was very bad, espec- 
ially in the period immediately after the coup. However, even now 
there are still prisoners whose conditions are by no means good. 

In the years 1966-69, in the notorious Kalisosok prison (Sura- 
baya) alone, 758 died tragically from starvation. Those who survived 
picked grains of rice off the floor, grabbing them from the ants who 
were carrying them away. They even ate the chalk. from the walls. 
When someone died, it often occurred that the cellmates only repor- 
ted this two days later when the stench became unbearable. This 
happened because they wanted to get the portion of rice intended 
for the deceased so as to prolong their own lives for another few 
days. 

Many others who did not die of starvation died as a result of 
terror. They were removed from the prisons and killed. The method 
used was the notorious 'bon'-sy stem (ticket-system). A group of 
terrorists would announce themselves in the middle of the night to 
the commander of a prison, presenting 'bons* on which were written 
the names of prisoners who had to be surrendered. This was supposed 
to be for the prupose of interrogating them, but they disappeared 
and no-one heard of them anymore. This 'bon' system was applied 
in many different prisons and concentration camps during the years 
1966-1969. It happened in Kalisosok (Surabaya), Ngandjuk, 
Wonotjolo, Malang, Batu and elsewhere. The number of victims of 
this system was 582 including Mr Moerachman, former mayor of 
Surabaya, Mr Kanapi Imam Suwarso, the bupati of Banyuwangi and 
six other bupatis and mayors from the kabupatens of Madiun and 
Trenggalok. 

MALTREATMENT 

This does not include the dozens of young men and women who, 
during this 'white terror' from 1965-1966, died as victims of maltreat- 
ment and torture during interrogation. In these evil doings, the 
official interrogators were unfortuantely helped to some extent by 
some political prisoners who sold their honour and became collabo- 
rators with the enemy. A couple of these renegades were themselves 
guilty of besmearing themselves with blood in this way. 

Prisoners were beaten, burnt with cigarettes, they were suspen- 
ded by the feet, head down, and beaten, they were tortured with 
electric current, women were stripped naked, and there were some 
whose genitals were electrified and some whose thighs were slashed 
with razor-blades. And there were political prisoners who were used 
as targets for knife-throwing practice. Many died as a result of these 
tortures. 

To what extent has the treatment of the tapols undergone any 
improvements since 1970? In Kalisosok prison and other places, 
regular razzias or searches are carried out; the cells are searched, 
bodies are searched. In the period from December 1973 to May 1976 
alone, five such razzias took place, and up to this day, such things 
still occur. They look for weapons, papers, notes,. Such things can- 
not of course be found because they are all forbidden contraband. 
But when they cannot find these things, they take whatever comes 
to hand, shoes, plates, cups, cutlery, saucepans, photographs, 
watches and even sewing equipment. During two such razzias in 
Kalisosok, over 30 containers full of possession were taken from the 
prisoners. In the period 1973-74, ten men died in the E Block from

malnourishment and high bloodpressure, and in the following year, 
another four died. This kind of thing is still quite normal. 

The food situation too in prisons in East Java is still very depres- 
sing. From a friend who was recently released from a prison in a 
medium-sized town, I heard the following details. The,daily ration is 
300 grams of rice or corn, a small piece of tempe, a small piece of 
salted fish and a little kangkung soup. If no additional food were 
received from families to supplement this, the situation would be 
fatal. 

The medical situation also leaves much to be desired. In Lowok- 
waru Prison, in Malang, 15 prisoners died from May 1976 till the 
middle of 1977, out of a total of about 600 prisoners! They died of 
such ailments as heart diseases, asthma and tuberculosis. There is no 
prison doctor. Medical examinations take place only once a week 
and then not by a doctor but by a nurse who has a very limited sup- 
ply of medicines anyway. The chances for a sick person to be treated 
in a clinic or in hospital is really minimal. The prisoners therefore 
exist in an atmoshpere of anxiety and fear, fear for the eventual 
appearance of symptoms of an illness or disturbances and even the 
fear of a sudden death. 

WOMEN'S PRISON 

.In Malang there is also a women's prison where ten women tapols 
have been incarcerated since 1968. Their situation is exceptionally 
bad. Up to the beginning of 1977 they were completely isolated and 
kept locked up in their cells for 24 hours a day. Food supplies were 
minimal, and medical treatment even worse than for the men. They 
received practically no visits from their families because in most 
cases their husbands were suffereing the same fate a*s they them- 
selves, and some of them were already widows. The result is that 
almost all of them suffer from beri-beri or heart diseases. After they 
had been isolated for so long, the doors were opened a little this 
year but only 'occasionally'. They can now go out and get their 
food and drinking water themselves and perform little chores, and 
they can stay out of their cells for five hours a day and take the sun. 
But the rest of the day, they have to remain inside their cells. 

Particularly tragic is the fate of the young prisoners who were 
only children when they were arrested. In Lowokwaru Prison in 
Malang, there are two youngsters, aged 16 and 17. Their names are 
Gunarto and Purnomo and they were captured in 1968 and they 
have practcally grown up between bars and prison walls. Nothing is 
ever mentioned about their eventual release whilst it is obvious that 
they could have had nothing to do with the 30 Sept. Movement. 
There are some who are over 70, and others who were invalids 
when they were arrested. 

RED CROSS VISIT 

Visits from foreign observers such as the International Red Cross 
can at times have some effect. In August-Sept 1974, several prisons 
in East Java where tapols are also incarcerated such as Modjokerto 
and Malang, received visits from the International Committee of the 
Red Cross. The delegation was led by Drs. Russbach and Paul. On 
this occasion, the tapols were dictated to and prepared on how they 
must answer any questions. Besides this, there was a lot more 
messing about such as falsifying the prison menu just before the arri- 
val of the guests, such things as Dr Russbach noticed during his visit 
to Modjokerto Prison. 

Soon after the Red Cross visit in 1974, some prisoners in Malang 
were severely punished with repeated beatings and they were made 
to crawl for many minutes along the ground. The reason was that 
they had been able to speak personally with the visitors and were 
able to tell them about the real conditions of prison life because 
they were able to speak foreign languages. And after all this was for 
the benefit of the guests who understood no Indonesian. During his

Trials 



Colonel Latief 

The trial of former Colonel Abdul Latief, accused of involvement in 
the failed "Untung Coup" of 30 September 1965, has begun in a 
military court in Jakarta. Latief, who has been imprisoned for 
nearly thirteen years while awaiting trial, has beeYi indicted on three 
charges: rebelling against the lawful government of Indonesia, 
undertaking an armed uprising and using his position in the Armed 
Forces to order others to commit murder. He has denied all of the 
charges. 

The military prosecutor's opening statement described how 
Latief, the late Lieutenant-Colonel Untung, other officers and leaders 
of the Indonesian Communist Party allegedly planned and carried 
out the murder of six senior army generals and the takeover of 
government buildings in Jakarta and other Javanese cities. 

In his demurrer, Latief declared the court proceedings illegal. 
He claimed that since he had been expelled from the army soon 
after the coup was defeated he could not be tried under the jurisdic- 
tion of a military court. Latief stated that he would "wage protest", 
refusing to answer questions. 

In addition, Latief asked that his case be postponed, giving two 
reasons. One was poor health. He complained of kidney and heart 
ailments, high blood pressure and a knee injury. The latter injury 
was incurred at the time of his arrest, but the other difficulties have 
apparently developed while he has been in prison. The second 
reason given in Latief s request for postponement was his desire to 
be represented by the Lawyer Mr Yap Thiam Hien, who has been 
out of the country. At present Latief is being represented by two 
lawyers appointed by PERADIN, the lawyers association. The 
request for postponement was turned down by the judges, and the 
trial continues. 



The Sawito Trial 

Trie prosecution in the trial of Sawito Kartowibowo has asked the 
judge to sentence the defendant to twenty years in prison for his 
role in the so-called "letter plot" to remove President Suharto from 
office. Sawito is accused of both subversion and defamation of the 
President. His defense attorneys continue to face difficulties in pre- 
senting his case. Recently the judge refused a request to have 
Mohammad Hatta, former Vice-President and Co-Proclamator of the 
Republic of Indonesia, appear as a defense witness. Hatta had been 
a signatory of the letters critical of Suharto, along with a group .of 
religious leaders, and had been slated to replace the President. OrUy 
Sawito has been indicted. 

Railwaymen on Trial 

Four railway employees are on trial on charges of subversion for 
allegedly committing sabotage which led to a train derailment in 
May 1974. The subversion charges arise from the fact that the four 
men, Lasimin Karijosetomo (45 years old) M. Ilyas bin Saim (39 
years), Aos bin Saleh (54 years) and Aim bin Itak (56 years) were all 
members of the railwaymen's trade union, SBKA, banned after the 
military takeover in October 1965. 

According to the indictment read out at the first hearing of the 
trial at Bogor State Court on 9 May last, the four men had attended 
an SBKA anniversary celebration in Jakarta in September 1965, had 
met together on 1st October that year, on 2nd October had declared 
their support for the "Revolutionary Council" and had subsequently 
"received instructions from D.N. Aidit", Chairman of the Indonesian 
Communist Party, to carry out illegal actions against the railways. 
They are accused of having failed to report irregularities caused by 
unsatisfactory construction work on part of the track and also 
having failed to report weaknesses in the track caused by a landslide. 

All four men have rejected the charges.

visit to Modjokerto in 1974, Dr Russbach made this brief comment: 
"The treatment of political prisoners in Indonesia is among the 
worst in the world." 

The visit made by the International Red Cross to prisons at the 
beginning of 1977 brought about many improvements. There is 
today, in prisons in Surabaya and Malang at least some opportunity 
to read books and periodicals. Also radio and TV were made avail- 
able to prisoners after rumour had got around that the International 
Red Cross would be making a visit to camps. 

Torture still occurs. Intimidation, punishments and torture of 
tapols went on up to the first months of 1977. Prisoners were 
beaten during interrogations. One of the women prisoners was 
beaten because she had suggested to the camp commander that 
there should be some improvements made in the daily rations for 
her and her co-prisoners. 

Maltreatment and torture is also applied during trials against 
political prisoners. It happens sometimes that the witnesses are 
beaten as well as the accused. This occurred during the trial of 
Sukarman in May 1977 because the answers of the witnesses and the 
defence plea of the accused was not to the liking of those who 'hold 
the rods', and because the accused sharply criticised the rulers. 
Immediately after that trial, the accused was intimidated in an 
attempt to make him withdraw his plea. Because he refused to do 
so, he was thrown into his cell. AH his papers were conficated, and 
he was then thrown into the toilet and had to be fished out again. 

The fate of the sentenced people who have been moved to 
various prisons such as in Surabaya and Malang is still pending . 



Their status is still the same as prisoners who have been arrested and 
not yet sentenced. And then, there are two new problems for them. 
They are forbidden from getting into touch with any of the other 
prisoners. They are placed under special guard, and special measures 
are taken, such as special difficulties for family visits. They still 
remain behind lock and key almost constantly and are not allowed 
any recreation. It is out of the question for them to read books or^ 
magazines or to follow radio or TV programmes, things which have 
been permitted to the non-tried prisoners since the last International 
Red Cross visit. So much for the special facilities given to the tried 
prisoners, about which the authorities like to speak. 

'Release* of prisoners 

Experience has shown that what is called the 'release of prisoners' is 
in fact almost always the transfer of prisoners from one prison or 
camp to another. The thing that we notice of the real releases in 
East Java is that it is for those of the old stock such as myself or for 
people who will not live into their fifties or who suffer from chronic 
diseases. People 'with one foot already in the grave'. In many cases, 
it happens that they die soon after being released. 

Against the talk of release there are these facts: new arrests are 
taking place all the time on the allegation that there are 'indications 
that a person was 'involved in the 30 Septemeber Movement. "An 
old story which remains new." This means simply that the so-called 
release of prisoners on a large scale is a big laugh and a lot of non- 
sense. The important thing is that the 'red drive', the hunt for reds 
and for revolutionaries in Indonesia continues. 



Letter from East Timor 



This excerpt is taken from a letter written in October 1977, by a 
Catholic priest in East Timor 

"In East Timor the violence of these 'friends', the Indonesians, 
continues to intensify, with all sorts of dire consequences. A bar- 
barous genocide of innocent people goes on, apparently with com- 
plete peace of conscience. The Timorese have not taken any steps to 
declare themselves independent from Indonesia, and they did not 
attack Indonesia, for Timor was not part of Indonesia. But now 
Timor is being wiped out by an invasion, a brutal conquest that 
produces heaps of dead, maimed and orphaned. Consciences are kept 
at peace by claiming, with or without reason, that the people of 
Timor are "Communists". In this conflict in which we are all 
involved, I hardly hear any questioning of the supposed justice of 



the initial attack, or of the present continuation of the war. All I 
hear expressed is the regret that the Timorese are not recognised as 
'Communists', and the apparent report that they are strong, coura- 
geous and prepared to die rather than give themselves up to the 
conquerer. Even if they were communists, they would have a right 
to live ... We will have a new bishop soon in Timor. The present 
one cannot take it anymore. He is tired. He sees everything reduced 
to ashes; all the values are shattered, and Christian family life is 
destroyed . . .Pray, pray hard for the Timorese. 

It will not be easy to write again. . ."

Originally KOPKAMTIB announced that the "psychotests" 
were being used to determine which prisoners were still "diehards". 
They would then be excluded from the present release programme. 
However, due to international protests this stipulation was recently 
dropped. Instead, the tests will aid the authorities in deciding how 
much surveillance and supervision each prisoner will be subjected 
to after being released. 

KOPKAMTIB is clearly using the "psychotests" in an effort to 
appear to be "scientific" in the handling of the tapol issue. But the 
tests only further abuse the prisoners' rights, as well as abusing and 
discrediting psychology.

Founding statement 



THE National Front are emerging as a growing force in British politics. 
In the local elections in London they received over 1 1 9,000 votes. In 
some recent bye-eiections they have pushed the Liberal Party into 
fourth place. They intend to stand over 318 candidates in the next 
General Election. 

For the first time since Mosley in the thirties, there is the worrying 
prospect of a Nazi party gaining significant support in Britain. The 
leaders, philosophy and origins of the National Front and similar 
organisations follow directly from the Nazis in Germany. Like Hitler 
with the Jews, the British Nazis seek to make scapegoats of black 
people. They exploit the real problems of unemployment, bad housing, 
cuts in education and in social and welfare services. Physical assaults 
on black people are increasing at a disturbing rate. If their evil 
propaganda takes root we will be facing an alarming development in 
Britain, which affects every one of us. 

In these months before the General Election the Nazis will seize 
every opportunity to spread their propaganda. During the Election 
itself, National Front candidates will be entitled to equal TV and radio 
time to the major parties. The British electorate will be exposed to Nazi 
propaganda on an unprecedented scale. 



This must not go unopposed. Ordinary voters must be made aware 
of the threat that lies behind the National Front. In every town, in ev^ry 
factory, in every school, on every housing estate, wherever the Nazis 
attempt to organise they must be countered.

Don't worry about 
spelling mistakes just make sure it is addressed properly. Send a letter to nice Tony Blair and you 
will get a letter back with the houses of parliament on it. Write letters with a group of people or your 
pals. Give each other ideas. Each write about a different topic then swap round. Ask other peoples 
opinions about what your doing, get them to help. Try and make the act of writing fun, if you can. 
Don't do it all at once, decide on how much time you are going to spend then stop. Remember if 
you think your asking a stupid question, you will probably find a lot of other people will be glad you 
asked it.

Groups are good. Tenants associations, play groups, mothers and toddlers, 
writing, dancing music. Groups get people talking to each other about lots of 
things that they have in common.

Your park, your street, your school. Find something in your neighbourhood that 
is special to you and adopt it. If you can't find something, invent it yourself. 
Plant something, cheer up a corner.

Around 50 parents, carers and 
supported protested on March 31 
at Glasgow City Council Chambers 
about the closure of the special 
needs centre in Dalmarnock. The 
Accord Centre is a day care centre, 
run by Council, for adults with 
disabilities. It is threatened with 
closure to make a bus park for the 
Commonwealth Games. 

Those joining the protest included 
Games Monitor, and students from 
the Free Hetherington occupation. 
Parents and carers demanded a 
meeting with Councillor Mark Kerr, 
and Archie Graham to provide 
answers on alternative provision 
for their loved ones should the 
centre be closed, and to demand 
answers on why a proposed 
new centre, part of the Games 
'legacy' will not now be provided. 



Councillors Kerr and Graham 
refused to meet. Other Councillors 
attending the protest included 
John McLoughlin, Alison Thewliss 
and Billy McAllister. Green MSP 
Patrick Harvie also lent his support. 
Councillor David McDonald said 
that he couldn't understand why 
the situation had come about as 
the Games had been known about 
for years. Alison Thewliss looked 
concerned and said that situation 
was "terrible". When asked why 
she failed to support the Jaconelli's 
recently she said she was waiting 
for someone to get back in touch 
with her. Let's hope she takes her 
job more seriously this time for the 
Accord Centre. 

The parents and users of the 
service have been given no /S 
information about what 



services will be available for their 
children. Council has moved to 
a voucher system to encourage 
'choice' for parents - but the 
payments will not cover the 5 days 
of care they currently receive, and 
need. 

Once again, the most vulnerable 
members of our society bear the 
burden of savage cuts and 
undemocratic decision-making. 
This time it is adults with 
disabilities forced out for a Games 
bus park. If the measure of a 
society is the way we treat the 
most vulnerable, then we are a 
very poor society indeed.

ForesthaM Geriatric Hospital is on the Httfist... as is Gourlay St. Nursery 
School and Eimvale Community Centre, Keppochhill Road, Springburn Road 
destroyed. Springburn Baths bulldozed. At least 12- 20 local shops and 
local cinema wiped off the map. 

Yet local councillors approve of this destruction. They've also approved of 
turning Springburn into a motorway and the building of a private housing estate 
near Morrin St, The Corporation tell us that they can't afford to rehouse the 
population - yet they lend money to support private enterprise remodernisation. 

THE CULPRITS WHO CARRY OUT THIS PRIVATISATION OF SOCIAL SERVICES

ost of the Criminal Justice Bill becomes law in Scotland this 
week after going through the various fraudulent 
Parliamentary procedures for the last 9 months. As we 
always said now is when the proper struggle against the Bill 
really begins, placing great emphasis on solidarity and 
careful militancy this ultra-reactionary act can be made 
totally unworkable through sheer resistance, like the Poll 
Tax. 

Far too much of this "campaign" so far has been wasteful 
and pointless, with so many liberal and left groups trying to 
put one over on each other, some falling into the trap of the 
same old tired petitions and chants over repetitive single 
issues. Of course we can never trust politicians and media 
lies, have no doubt about it, the Bill aims for the 
eradication of the few civil liberties we have left including no more 
right to silence when arrested, the introduction of plea bargaining, 
and much greater police and court powers generally. It never was 
just about only targetting squatters, hunt sabs, travellers and 
ravers, it's a direct attack against all working class people. Now we 
need to link up our class struggles more than ever, especially in 
our communities - remember VAT on fuel, attempts towards water 
and NHS privatisation, the poll tax, social security reductions and 
countless other attacks. 

Our fight this time so far has had some positive features with 
diverse events even in smaller towns all around the country. There 
has been some excellent benefits, pickets and demo's, especially 
the recent massive community anti-CJB squat in Brighton and the 
comrades who responded to police taunts and aggression at 
Downing Street and Speakers Corner.

IN THE LAST FEW DAYS, the police and Army 
have been holding joint 'anti-terrorist' exer- 
cises near Hamilton. 

This kind of thing has been done before in 
England; Heathrow Airport was twice surr- 
ounded by Police and Army with tanks etc., in 
anti-riot exercises. The real reason behind 
these events is not fear of terrorists but fear 
of the population. By learning to work together 
the Police and Army will be much more efficient 
when it comes to repressing social unrest. 
The further militarising of the Police is also 
reported by our inside man in the Royal Ordnance 
Factory, at Sishopton. The police are using No- 
Go areas in the huge grounds of the R.O.F. to 
practise riot control methods. Strathclde Police 
smugly announced recently that they are ready 
for any social unrest'... 

In 19 19 , during civil disturbances , in Glasgow 
the local Highland Light Infantry were confined 
to Maryhill Barracks as being unreliable, 
while other regiments were called in to 
squash their fellow citizens. But today, the 
Army and Police chiefs have more faith in 
training techniques; soldiers and cops are so 
zombie- 1 ike today, they'd shoot their own 
Gran for a Gold Star in their report books.

As Children of the State we console ourselves with thoughts of the 
great future which awaits us when we get our degree. But there is no 
future waiting 'out there'. The banality of student life is just one aspect 
of the banality of the whole system. We don't inherit a future, we have 
steal it; which means knowing the system and knowing yourself to be/an 
enemy of it. 

In 'begging' (don't you feel utterly degraded in childishly walking 
though the city and niavely expecting it to make any difference? /.for 
more money. We are simply saying "We want to be as fairly exploited and 
manipulated as everybody else." 

Student politics- no matter how 'revolutionary' are pointless and 
pathetic if they are simply concerned with 'student issues'. Students are 
not related to the means of production (although they consume without 
reservation: Coca Cola and Camus-Samoza and Sartre )so have very little 
political/economic effect on society. 

So-called 'Workers Parties' operating within university are working 
for their own self-gratification. You cannot increase working-class 
representation within university- since university is geared towards the 
needs of capitalist society. You cannot increase the number of people 
going to university by making the whole population 'more educated': there 
is only 4% of the population at university-this is because only 4% can 
get the chance to move into managerial and bureaucratic positions. 
Education of people is unfree and unequal; it can only be free and equal 
when everyone has free access- which would mean opening the gates 
now! 

The student is given the illusion of freedom. They think of themsel- 
ves as somehow 'out of the old 9 to 5 routine'. But underneath their 
bohemian facade they are under the control of the state as much as 
anyone else -their illusion of freedom makes their transition from 
student to wage slave a little easier, but does not alter the fact that 
their future is not under their control. 

Apart from the cultural deprivation (Art is dead but the student is a 
necrophilia either is also economic deprivation (for some onfyj.But when 
will we ever learn that 'Grants Week of Action' is a pathetic joke (trade 
unions are dead, but student unions have never been alive). Heirarchical 
representative bodies are inherently reactionary- we need to bite the 
hand that feeds us-and that means realising our own strength. Outta 
Control- of politicos, careerists and those such as Tony Benn} who will 
ALWAYS SELL US OUT.

WELL, IT'S BACK AGAIN, the 
three-year District Council Circus.

O.R.A* proclaimed itself 
a separate entity devoted 
to proper organisation 
and class struggle. Like 
all proper political 
organisations it promptly 
split into 2 further 
groupuscules,the Collect 
-ive Action Gruop and 
Rendez Vous. A Young 
Anarchist Group was 
formed for those interest 
~ed in music. Still other 
group s of like-mi nde d 
have been meeting inform 
-ally. 



As of this date 
the Clydeside A group 
exists in name but the 
monthly meetings have 
been Cancelled and 
unless anyone wishes to 
revive it, it is unlikely 
that it will exist at 
any greater level of 
definition than at 
present. Special meet- 
ings e.g. the Gaining 
Ground meeting, will 
probably still be held 
under its name and 

the Box No. and Newsletter 
carried on. 



The proliferation of group 
names represents, in my 
opinion, the welcome fragment 
-ation of the Clydeside 
Anarchist group , an assoc- 
iation which time and again 
has proved itself devoid of 
shared perspective. Does it 
also represent a move away 
from anarchism? C.A.G. and 
Rendez- Vous have deliberat- 
ely left the word anarchist 
out of their names for 
tactical reasons - they 
believe the word alienates 
most people, who are unable 
to get beyond the label to 
the contents. There are als o 
those who are beginning to 
question whether or not the 
contents have gone a bit 
mouldy by now and should 
be consigned to the dustbins 
of history along with all 
the other dead ideologies. 
Whatever, it's the contents 
that matter not the label. 
Perhaps we've at last 
realised that calling 
ourselves anarchists may be 
theonly thing we share and 
that for collective activity 
we need a more solid base 
in shared ideas.

ToAll Martin Foran Supporters 



On Saturday 3rd June myself t Valerie Foran and four of Martin and Valerie's children 
visited Martin in Frankland. He is very ill.and Martin's condition has worsened even 
mote due to his colostomy condition becoming very infected and at present the colostomy 
wound is severly swollen. Stomach acid is leaving the colostomy wound and falling on to 
Martin's skin causing blisters and sores. Martin also experiences pain in one eye after 
having contracted eye cancer. It is hard to convey how serious Martin's condition is 
at present by writing a letter ; yet all supporters must know that Martin is in great 
pain most of the time and we have to desperately increase the pressure to get Martin 
released . 

On may 27th the colostomy swelling intensified and a nurse demanded that Martin be sent 
to an outside hospital.lt transpires that the main doctor for Frankland Prison, Dr. Flood, 
has tried to play down the extent of Martin's i llness , claiming that he doesn't need help 
from an outside hospital and has not been giving Martin pain ki 1 lers , thankful ly this day 
he was not on duty. Martin received permission to visit the nearby Dryburgh hospital but 
on condition that he wore prison clothes. The problem was that Martin's swelling was so 
bad that he could not do up his prison trousers or shirt and would also be handcuffed 
to prison officers .He would therefore not be able to do his clothes up properly or keep 
the wound protected from dirt and dust, and would be handcuffed to prison officers in a 
public place. An arguement occured between Martin and the Governor with the health offi- 
cials present taking Martin's side. Martin pointed out that prison rule 38 (l) states 
*' A person being taken to or from a prison in custody shall be exposed as 
little as possible to public observation and proper care shall be taken to protect him 
from curiosity and insult." 

Hurt in was allowed to attend the hospital wearing a dressing gown and will return to 
1/ryburgh hospital for further treatment , though the Governor is still trying to make 
martin wear prison clothes to his next appointment. 

Mai t in is contacting a solicitor and representatives from the Irish Embassy to have photos 
taken of his body so that a case can be made against Dr. Flood. 

Valvrie ami myself talked to the Governor. He Llaims that Martin will not be moved to 
Walton Jail hospital wing, and admits that Martin has suffered greatly in the past from 
being moved aiound the prison system such a lot so that his medical condition lias suff- 
ered; on at least two occassions Martin has been moved the day before he was due to attend 
an appointment with local specialists and sent to an other pri son . Whi 1 st at Parkhurst 
flat tin was placed on the waiting list for major surgery at St. Mary's hospital in Newport 
(Isle of Wight) and then was moved to Frankland .The Governor claims that he has seen 
how serious Martin's condition is but has to act on Dr. Flood's orders. It also trans- 
pired from our conversation that the Governor of a prison can parole a prisoner who is 
sick. The Governor would not say how Martin's eye cancer would be treated ,or if he 
would recommend that Martin receive long term treatment in an outside hospital.

and that Martin would have to wait his tnrn on a NHS waiting list the same as anyone else. 
He seemed taken a back when Valerie stressed how the prison system had deliberately 
disrupted his chances of treatment ,and also pointed out how quickly Myra Hindley received 
treatment when she was ill (Lestor Piggot was rushed out of prison after having a heart 

Au thoritL t P1 , al ' Whe " Mar * in h * d * heart attack on April 15th of this year ,the Prison 
Authorities took no action.) 

Urgent action is needed to obtain Martin's release. In the Irish Republic Martin's case 
has received some media attention and recently the Press in Northern Ireland started 
to cover the campaign. Any action taken in Martin's support is welcome- but the need to 
break into wider media coverage here is crucial. Pressure from the outside has stopped 
the A Authorities taking Martin to Walton Jail, so however slow the campaign seems to be 
moving our activities over the next few weeks can make a difference. 

We can't let the State jail someone for a crime they didn't commit and then let them 
destroy his health and place his life in 'jeopardy. We must also try to highlight the 
cases of the officers from Walton Jail who brutally assaulted Martin whilst he was an 
inmate of the hospital wing there seven now they could be attacking other sick prisoners. 
Inside or outside the struggle is the same.

On the 15th May Mr. Masserick, the 'Head of Custody' at Frankland Jail answered an 
enquiry from Joan Ruddock M.P. concerning Martin's conditions at Frankland , via a let- 
ter to the Home Office. 

"Foran is reasonably settled at Frankland. He is causing no control problems and is not 
hospitalised. Apart from the quantity of correspondance( to which I am regrettably adding) 
which is generated on his behalf , he is little difficulty. I would ask that 

1. It is agreed that Foran remain at Frankland until (at least) surgery is completed 
(subject only to continuing reasonable disciplinary behaviour). 

2. That Foran and those writing on his behalf are told this formally " 

On Thursday June 15th Martin sent out a letter from Frankland - 

" I am in a very bad way, and I'm being moved again. On Tuesday 13th June the duty prison 
doctor on seeing the mess my belly is in said that I should be in an outside hospital. 
I've seen the solicitor who took photos of my belly and I've seen the Bloke from the 
(Irish) Embassy. Now as you know the Governor in the letter you have said that I would 
not be moved .Nothing has been done for the opening runing sores on my belly ,and now 
I'm being moved very soon to a London prison, after the Governor saying that I would not 
he moved. I'm unfit to walk never mind be moved-the doctor ordered me into hospital. 
I haven't received treatment , never mind hospital .Every single prisoner on my wing has 
signed his name to a petition because of the mess I am in, it's fifty times worse than 
when you saw it. (June 3rd). As it is spreading, as my skin now smells it is quite clear 
to everyone that I will die of gangerine .The specialist Mr. Cook was willing as you 
know to help me, he has told me this in person, they now tell me that he doesn't want to 
take the risk, so bad is the mess I'm in. So now to enforce a cover up, they are moving me 
on again knowing that it is going to kill me. . ...... .All I ask of you and every person 

who has helped and supported me;For me it is too late, think not of my suffering but that 
it must never happen again .Doctors in prison should be made to answer in a court of law 
for the lack of treatment to prisoners, so should prison officers who kick and beat up 
sick prisoners. They waited until the bloke from the Embassy had gone before telling me 
that I wasn't going into hospital like the doctor ordered but that I was being moved. 
Will you please tell everyone what is now going on. It's too late to save me but they 
mnsi bo mflHn to answer, don't let me die for nothing. Stop it happening again. . 

The Governor also said personally to Valerie Foran and myself that Martin would not be 
moved. Hopefully Valerie and one or two supporters will get up to see Martin before he 
is due to move again. It seems that Frankland are scared that Martin will take out nn 
action against the main prison doctor (Dr. Flood) and therefore want him moved quite 
soon. Obviously urgent action is needed to demand that Martin is moved to an outside 
hospital . 

Martin's case against the f our. of f icers who assaulted him at Walton Jail hospital wing 
in June I986 was heard in December 1988, and Martin was awarded £75° compensation . I have 
heard from Alastair Logan the lawyer who represented Martin at the hearing..., 
"The other matter that I must bring to your attention is that Mr. Foran gave a\i under- 
taking to the Court not to publicise the result of this case and it is clear that he has 
done so to you at least and also to Mr. Ken Livingstone. That could result in the Court 
carrying out an enquiry into how this information became publically known. It is of the 
utmost importance that there are no further breaches of this underAaking for the protect 
-ion of Mr. Foran alone." Make what you will of this.

Victory Down Under! 

In 1987 the Australians managed to stop their government from 
introducing a national identify card system. Massive opposition to the 
plans in Australia reached the point of open civil disobedience. Australian 
understood that the introduction of such a scheme would reduce 
freedoms and increase the powers of authorities. Indeed "freedom" would 
come to mean the freedoms granted by the card. 

As news of the specifics of the ID card legislation spread, the campaign 
strengthened, if you had a job but no iD card it would be a $20000 offence for 
your employer to pay you. It would be an $20000 offence to hireacardless 
person. Without an ID card you could not get access to a pre-existing bank 
account. Cardless people could not buy or rent their own home or land ($5000 
penalty). Non-accidental destruction of an ID card - $5000 or 2 years in prison. 
Failure to report loss of ID card within 21 days = $500. Failure to produce your ID 
card on demand to the Tax Office = $20000. 

In the face of mass public protests and civil disobedience, the 
government eventually scrapped the ID card proposal 



Resistance in the UK 

This is the first government legislation since the Poll Tax which will affect 
everyone, will require everyone to register, and which will initially have the most 
impact on marginal groups (those who need benefits, have to use the NHS, work 
on the sly, are criminalised for any reason, asylum seekers, activists etc etc) 

Defy~ID is an (emerging!) adhoc network of groups and individuals prepared to 
actively resist the introduction of a national identity card scheme in the United 
Kingdom as part of resistance to a Big Brother state. 

Tactics of resistance might include 

- Non-cooperation 

- Sabotage 

- Creating support networks for cardless people

Surveillance State 

The UK is leading the way in the 
development of both state and 
corporate surveillance technologies. 

The UK has more CCTV cameras 
than any country in the world. Over 
300 new ones go up every week. 
The most advanced CCTV Control 
Centre in the UK, a public/ private 
partnership (in Manchester) can 
provide coverage of the city centre with over 400 cameras and an 1 8 
metre (!!) monitor wall which can display from 6 to up to 1 80 high 
resolution images. Images are recorded and stored for at least 92 days. 

Manchester police also have their own surveillance plane. It can stay 
airborne for over 5 hours, is 40% quieter than the helicopter and is the 
first police aircraft in the UK that can send and receive live video images in 
flight. Its equipment includes thermal cameras and 'moving map' 
technology. 

Communications data is stored for years. Your emails can be read and the 
history of your websurfing analysed, without a court order, by six 
government agencies and the police. Thanks to pressure from the UK, 
personal communications data of the whole population of the European 
Union are now to be stored. Your landline phone can be tapped. Your 
mobile is a portable bug and tracking device. Your mobile phone company 
records and stores your geographical location every few minutes. 

Vehicles can be tracked across the country through number plate 
recognition software - which also allows congestion charging. 

The police now have power to access your NHS records, without having to 
establish that a criminal act may have taken place. 





Important changes are taking place. 
We are moving from an age of 
targeted surveillance to an age of 
universal surveillance. Society is 
becoming a technological 
Panopticon. Much like Bentham's 
1 9th century 'ideal 1 prison where 
you can be watched at all times 
without your knowledge. 

Another step in this progression 
will be the introduction of national 
identity cards. 



YOU AM UNDER

National Identity Cards 

The government wants to introduce a national identity card. Packaging identity 
cards as "entitlement" cards isn't going to fool anyone. 

They are planning to create a high-quality population register of everyone 
lawfully' resident in Britain. National population registers have only been 
previously thought necessary in wartime situations. This new database will 
hold "core data" of every UK resident, who will be assigned a unique personal 
number that can be used across the public sector. The "entitlement" card will 
contain a photo and some kind of biometric information (fingerprint or iris 
scan) which will allow the verification of your identity. 

Everyone above the age of 16 will be registered and issued with their own 
"entitlement" card which allows them access to social security, health, 
education and other services. You won't be required to use a card unless, that 
is, you wish to work, use the banking or health system, vote, buy a house, or 
receive benefits/The card is planned to be 
combined with the existing photocard driving 
licenses and the forthcoming passport card. So 
you will also need your "entitlement" card to 
drive or travel abroad.

They say you won't have to always carry the 
card. But once it's in place, you can bet this will 
change. 

The issuing of a card does not force anyone to 
use it, although in terms of drivers or passport 
users, or if services - whether public or private 
- required some proof of identity before 
expenditure was laid out, without proof of 
identity and therefore entitlement to do it I 
doubt whether non-use of it would last very 
long."

The government says some 
biometrics are extremely 
secure and reliable forms of 
ID, and is very keen on the 
idea of iris or retina scans to 
establish one's identity or at 



The ID card is not just another piece of plastic. 

It is an integral part of a vast national information system. It is likely to 
contain four key components. The first is the card itself, which can be 
used for low-level identification purposes such as entering a secure 
building or renting videos. The second is a biometric identifier such as a 
fingerprint or an ins scan, which will be linked to a national database. The 
third is an electronic storage chip, which will contain multiple levels of 
information about the card-holder. The fourth, and most significant 
dimension, is an information matching system based on the card's unique 
number and a central population database, linked to a wide range of 
government and private sector organisations. 

You might be of the opinion that if you've nothing to hide, it'll be quite 
useful. But imagine a card that can carry details of your benefits (that 
often tie you in to being in one place looking for work), your job, your 
driving, drinking and other 'criminal'offences - plus all your personal 
information. Everyone has something that they see as private. 

Is this really happening? 

The government has already completed a "consultation" with the public - 
which ended in January 2003. 

Did anyone ask you what you thought? 

The government's record on other consultations has been abysmal. 
Policies are developed centrally, and the process of consultation is merely 
a litmus test of public opinion to aid the spin doctors. Biunkett will brook 
no dissent to ID cards- when challenged by his Parliamentary colleagues 
he exclaimed, "this is degenerating into a contest with intellectual 
pygmies". 

In any case, identity cards and the collection of biometric information on 
the UK population are already being introduced on the sly. 

Recent reports include the fingerprinting of all school kids in one region, 
biometric library cards for 
students, an entitlement 
card for benefits in one 
area of the North East - 
and unbelievably even on 
the back of Ready Brek 
cereal, a special offer for 
kids to get their own ID 
card with photo. 




War in the Gulf has 
started. As more 
people are killed in 
the Gulf, the propaganda war 
also intensifies. But Kuwait was 
never a democracy. It was ruled by a 
repressive feudal monarchy which 
denied 93 % of the country's popula- 
tion any civil or political rights. Kuwait 
and its ruling class were created by the 
Allies after WWI to serve the interests of 
their own ruling classes. 

Saddam Hussein is of course a brutal and 
ruthless dictator. Suppressing all opposi- 
tion, he has tortured and killed union 
activists, students, and other working class 
Arabs fighting for social and political 
change. Using chemical weapons, he 
massacred Kurdish villagers fighting for 
national autonomy. The response of the 
UN was virtually zero. The USA, Britain 
and France continued to support Iraq in its 
war against Iran. 

Bush talks of removing Saddam Hussein 
because he is a dictator. But the USA is no 
friend of democracy. They sustain and 
install vicious regimes ail over the world. 
Guatemala, El Salvador and Indonesia are 
just three examples. When any puppet state 
gets ideas of independence or fails to 
comply with US demands, it responds with 
military or economic warfare, witness 
Panama. 

Tiie UN also uses the excuse of defending 
freedom. But it, like Kuwait, is a creation 
of the Western powers; its role to ensure 
the smooth running of capitalism. One of 
its first major contributions to world peace 
was to authorise the US invasion of Korea

in 1950. Its response to apartheid, and 
South Africa's long occupation of Namibia 
was only mild condemnation and half- 
hearted sanctions. Sanctions busting by 
Shell and BP and other oil companies was 
ignored. Effective sanctions, in the already 
revolutionary situation, would have 
destroyed the power of the white pro- 
Western ruling class, vital to ensuring 
Western control of die vast mineral 
resources. 

In the present crisis the UN's authorisation 
for war against Iraq was only made 
possible through a combination of US 
threats and bribes. It wrote off a substantial 
proportion of Egypt's debt, threatened to 
cut aid to other "third world" countries, 
and offered to forget the Chinese govern- 
ment' s massacre of students and workers in 
Tiananmen Square in June 1989. 



The crisis in the Persian Gulf is not 
about freedom, democracy or oust- 
ing dictators. It is about power and 
profit. Iraq was left politically and 
economically bankrupt following 
the end of its war with Iran. Mas- 
sive debts and a discontented 
population, including a million 
demobilised soldiers, would be a 
situation dangerous for any ruler. 
For Saddam Hussein the invasion 
of Kuwait off ered a solution to both 
problems. 



Similarly, the USA faces massive re- 
cession, an put of control national 
debt, and declining world control. An 
intervention in* the Gulf was both 
desirable and*necessary. Bush, the 
oil multinationals and the rest of the 
ruling classes'are prepared to sacri- 
fice thousands of 'lives and risk im- 
mertse environmental destruction to 
prefect their continuing control of oil 
profits. 



clean war - it is a war as dirty and as vi- 
cious as anv other. 



Foreign policy is largely governed by 
economic interests. Sometimes this 
economic interest leads to full scale war. In 
these imperialist wars the ordinary people 
of the opposing countries always end up 
slaughtering one another. We gain nothing. 

The sanctions against Iraq were just war by 
another means. Blockades of food and 
medical supplies have killed many ordi- 
nary Iraqi civilians. The aerial bombing of 
cities will have killed, maimed and injured 
tens of thousands of civilians. Despite the 
Western war propoganda, this is not a 



When the media talks of national interest 
they don't mean our interest. The interests 
of ordinary people, whatever their national- 
ity, arc not the same as those of their ruling 
class- governments, bosses, religious and 
military leaders. Besides death and mutila- 
tion, we also suffer the economic and 
social costs of war and militarism. Re- 
sources which could be used to provide for 
human needs are diverted to the war 
machine. This means higher taxes and yet 
more cuts in the services we all rely on. 

We don't benefit from their profit- 
driven oil-dependent system. 

At the moment the vast majority of people 
have no real control over their own lives 
and the environment they live in. Decisions 
which have major effects on our lives are 
made by people far removed from us in 
parliaments, military staff rooms, and 
corporate board rooms. 



But resistance is never far away and the real power still lies with us. By opposing 
their whole system people can stop the war. Domestic support is essential to fight 
a w ar. We can refuse this support. 



Strikes, general inefficiency and sabotage 
in profit orientated workplaces weaken a 
war economy. Organised opposition to the 
poll tax and national taxation, also debt 
enforcement (consumer debt, rent and 
mortgage arrears etc.) stretches limited 
State resources. 



Through demonstrations, occupations and 
pickets we can raise public awareness and 
create active opposition. Possible targets 
include oil company offices and sponsored 
events, military centres and events, 
government buildings. Disrupt business as 
usual. Bring the war home!

The government's ID card scheme is part of a sustained assault on our civil 
liberties. 

^jAr An identity card scheme willrequire a national database of every British 
citizen. With our present data protection laws, we cannot be confident that this 
information would be stored securely or used sensitively. 

The scheme wilt cost £3,100 million according to the home office (this 
does not include the cost of scanners and other infrastructure needed to 
implement the scheme.) Some estimate the cost will spiral to £6,000 million. 

a The trial cost alone is estimated as £185 million, involves 10,000 people 
^ across Glasgow, London, Leicester, Newcastle and is now starting... Five 
months late. That means the total cost per head is £18,500. 

• Greater Glasgow Health Board is to close two hospitals, both centres of 
excellence in their fields, in order to save £58 million over two years. 

• Council tax is going up in Glasgow by 4.5% 

• Primary schools closing all over Glasgow 

• No money has been found in order to settle public sector pay disputes with 
nursery nurses, fire-fighters and civil servants. 

The ID card is a licence to live - that can be taken away (or lost) at any 
time. You will need it to access essential services such as the NHS, 
benefits and education. 

a Claims that the ID card will help stop terrorism are dubious. The Madrid 
" bombers had compulsory ID cards but these did not prevent their 
bombings. The government has not explained how they might help with 
terrorism, crime or illegal immigration. 

a Privacy is a right and an essential aspect of democracy seriously 

undermined by ID cards and the scheme's comprehensive data-base(s). 
The associated national database will be accessible by all future 
governments, not just the present one. 

a History shows that concentration of arbitrary power in the state can be 

dangerous. Through a series of legislative acts, this government has 
acquired considerable power over individuals. This proposal will accelerate 
the process.

Attempts to introduce ID. Cards in Australia failed when people realised 
what it would mean. Companies were being fined for employing people 
without I D. cards, you couldn't rent or buy houses without an I.D. card. 
Not reporting losing your card was a criminal offence, not keeping the 
details about you kept on the database up-to-date was a criminal offence. 

You will have to tell the state every time you move home and the state 
will easily be able to know where you live, where you work, what medical 
care you are accessing, what you are studying, whether you have ever 
been convicted of a crime, what bank accounts you have. 

In countries where I.D. cards are in place, people on their way to 
legitimate, legal demonstrations have been hampered and obstructed by 
the police demanding to see everyone's I.D. cards before allowing them 
to take place. 

I.D. cards will mean the police wiH be able to stop and demand your 
identity whenever they feel fit. In Britain, in the past, groups have been 
victimised by the police using their powers to stop and search 
selectively — there is a real danger of that happening again.

Stop the Killing! 



Once again, politicians who have never had to 
face the horrors of war have ordered young 
working class men and women into combat It's 
kill or be killed. And who are they to kill? 
Other ordinary people who have the misfortune 
to be the subjects of a "strong leader" who was 
put in power by Britain and the USA. The aim 
is to put in Saddam's place a different strong 
leader, more acceptable (for the time being) to 
the USA and Britain.

The United Nations has been brushed aside. The message 
for the future is that what the USA says goes. Saddam 
Hussein is a nasty piece of work, but he is just a 
convenient excuse for providing the world with an 
example of American power. This war is a lesson to 
everybody else that they'd better do as they are told. 
George Bush and co. are already planning future military 
adventures. Who will be next? Iran? North Korea? 
Venezuela? Protesters at home? Rebel workers 
everywhere? 

One thing is sure, the only people who will not be 
"liberated" are those already under US supported 
regimes. People like the Palestinians and the Turkish 
Kurds — or the Iraqis when Saddam was supported and 
armed by the US and UK in the 1980s. Such states will 
violate human rights willy-nilly and be praised and 
supported by the Bush Junta and its poodle. 

No war but the Class War

against the rest of us. It has distracted attention from job 
insecurity, worsening working conditions, anti-social crime, 
unemployment, centralisation of power, worsening public 
services, and attacks on our civil liberties. 

Two-thirds of the workforce are now earning less than the 
average wage, yet executives and directors enjoy massive rises. 
Inequality has worsened since New Labour came to office. Three

quarters of UK workers work overtime, yet 
only one third are paid at overtime rates, 
worse than anywhere else in Europe. The 
number of women working a 60 hour week 
has doubled in the last two years. The 
child poverty rate is huge and growing. 

Decades of letting the bosses and 
politicians get away with it have been 
proved a disaster. It's time we acted, time 
we fought back to improve the quality of 
our lives. This is what we anarchists mean 
when we talk about "No war but the class 
war. " The best way to fight against 
imperialism abroad is by fighting against 
the bosses and politicians here. Solidarity 
is strength! If we support each other in 
our struggles for justice here, we can 
create a movement capable of stopping 
oppression here and abroad, and capable, 
ultimately, of ending all forms of 
oppression once and for all. If we don't 
resist now, Bush and Blair will continue to 
impose their reactionary policies both at 
home and abroad. Fighting against 
imperialism will help the struggle for liberty 
and justice at home - and vice versa. 

Regime Change needed at home! 

Anarchism is about liberating yourself. 
Nobody else can do it for you. Anarchists 
say the only way Iraq can be liberated is 
by the Iraqi people themselves 
overthrowing Saddam Hussein. Bombing 
the Iraqi people will not set them free. At 
worse, it will liberate them of their lives. At 
best, it will just change their masters. 

Blair antics show the farce of 
representative democracy. We are 
patronised and our wishes ignored, while 
the media praises this as "good 
leadership." This war shows, yet again, 
that the state does not exist to represent 
the people but to control them in the 
interests of the wealthy few. How dare this 
elitist and hypocritical system talk about 
"democracy"! 

This war is no accident. Its roots lie in 
capitalism and its need for more plunder. 
Its priorities are clear. $900 billion plus a 
year is the world military budget. These 
resources could be used to make the world 
a better place. The Bush Junta budget 
shows its priorities, with over $50 billion 
for war and a mere $0.7 billion for 



humanitarian aid. And while the UN has 
asked for $lbn to save Iraq from a 
humanitarian disaster, a subsidiary of 
Halliburton (the US vice-president's old 
company) has been awarded a contract by 
the US army is said to be in the region of 
$lbn. At home, Gordon Brown can find 
any amount of money for war but he 
cannot fund decent public services. 

Any system that spends more on death 
than on living is a system whose days are 
numbered. 

Only direct action can stop Blair's 
warfare state! 

How can we stop war and the system that 
produces it? By taking direct action 
against that system, and by organising 
ourselves in doing so. By strikes, 
occupying buildings, reclaiming our 
streets, and so on. There will be plenty of 
authoritarian factions, Marxists and 
others, telling you "follow us, we will lead 
you in a disciplined way." Ignore them. 
Reject all would-be leaders. Even us! We 
can organise without politicians and 
leaders. We need the self-discipline of 
collective decision making and collective 
action, not the phoney top-down 
"discipline" of following the orders of a 
few leaders. That's what got us in this 
mess to begin with. It will never get us out 
ofit! 

We anarchists will be happy to co-operate 
with you in doing so, but won't be trying 
to set ourselves up as the "leadership" of 
the anti-war movement. Disobedience, 
direct action, and solidarity are the routes 
to both peace and freedom. 

For anarchists, direct action and 
solidarity are the means to change 
the world, to create an organised 
society without bosses, bringing 
direct democracy to the community 
and the workplace. Only working 
class folk being in total control of 
their own struggles can create a 
society based on liberty, equality 
and solidarity. Real socialism can 
only be created from the bottom- 
up. By applying our ideals in the 
struggle today, we build the world 
of the future! 



Frequent Liar Miles 

This war is not about the "liberating" the 
Iraqi people. This is clear from the long, 
long list of excuses Blair and Bush have 
dreamed up. First, Blair stated "absolute 
evidence" of Iraqi involvement in 
September 1 1 th was required for war. 
None exists. Then it was weapons of 
mass destruction.

As We See It 




CAPITALISM 

Under the present system we have no real say in 
the decisions that affect us, our communities or 
workplaces. Instead a minority has this power. This 
due to their ownership and control of social wealth 
and the means to create it In Scotland, 7% of the 
population own 84% of the wealth. It's the inter- 
ests of this elite that must be satisfied within "de- 
mocracy", otherwise there is no investment, no 
production and no work. This is true for the rest 
of the capitalist world as it is for the few remain- 
ing "Communist" Party regimes. 

ECONOMICALLY, capitalism results in power and 
privilege for the few, sacrifices and alienation for the 
rest of us. Continually we see the world we live in 
being destroyed, standardised and packaged so that 
this elite can make a few more pounds. Capitalism 
has turned every feeling and desire we have into an 
object to be bought and sold. Humanity and commu- 
nity have been replaced by price tags and commer- 
cials. 

POLITICALLY, we live in a highly centralised state, 
over which we have little meaningful control. Every 
five years we get the chance to vote for a politician, a 
puppet for faceless bureaucrats and big business. A 
cross on a bit of paper for a state which treats us like 
children, telling us what we can and cannot do. A state 
that claims to know what's best for us regardless of 
what we actually think or want and which uses OUR 
money to subsidise capitalist firms and control us. A 
state that sends us to fight its wars for more power 
against its competing rivals. A state which increas- 
ingly grants itself more repressive powers in order to 
control dissent. 

Not all working class people are oppressed in the same 
way. Black people are subjected to systematic racism 
from the state, from fascists and from individual rac- 
ists. Women are oppressed by a system of attitudes, 
ways of living and institutions based on their domi- 
nation by men. Lesbians and gay men suffer from 
bigotry and repressive laws. All such restrictive roles 
repress all involved. 

Discrimination and hierarchical and authoritarian re- 



lationships exist throughout society and must be re- 
sisted. These social oppressions are only useful to our 
rulers, as they divide us, getting us to blame other 
working class people for the problems we all face. 
They divert our anger away from the system and those 
who run it 

Every individual, group or people has the right to be 
itself and to self-determination. But capitalism results 
in the standardisation of cultures. Individuality, cul- 
tural diversity nor popular self-determination can 
withstand market forces, the power of multi-national 
companies or the conformity created by state centrali- 
sation. 

We are against all forms of imperialism, where one 
country imposes its wishes and values upon another 
by economic or political means. Such domination can 
only be resisted by class struggle, not nationalism. 
Nationalism, like all cross class movements, means 
only a change in rulers. There are no common inter- 
ests between the classes. Our lives will be no better 
under Scottish bosses and politicians. We can only 
be free in a free world, a world without capitalism 
and states. 

RESISTANCE 

Meaningful change can only happen when ordinary 
people struggle together to resist power. In countries 
like Scotland, the vast majority who are excluded from 
power are the working class. This includes white and 
blue collar workers, workers in the service industry, 
the unemployed and other claimants and people do- 
ing domestic work at home. 

These struggles take many forms, such as resistance 
to wage cuts, poverty, sexism, racism, ecological de- 
struction, militarism and so forth. They are fought 
throughout society, in workplaces, in communities,; 
in the health service, in benefit offices, in prisons. j 

We in the Scottish anarchist network *(name 

changed from the ex-Scottish Federation of 
Anarchists on 30th August 1997) are involved 
in such struggles and aim to encourage 
tendencies in this resistance towards 

. Self-organisation and equality, with people 
controlling their own straggles and organisa- 
tions, rather than dependence on and control 
by leaders. 

- Collective direct action, rather than ineffec- 
tual lobbying or letter writing. 

- Combining workplace and community 
struggles and organisation rather than 
their division into different 
"single- issue" campaigns. 



- The revolution of everyday life, not the 
poverty of consumerism or the boredom of left- 
wing politics. 

• Changing the fundamental aspects of capital- 
ism, rather than tinkering with minor changes. 

- Revolution, not reformism, the working class 
and ruling class have nothing in common. 

"Struggles must be controlled by meetings of all those 
uwolved, with elected committees to carry out day to 
day tasks. Anyone elected to such a position of re- 
sponsibility must carry out the wishes of the meet- 
ings or be answerable to those involved and subject 
to instant recall. Alternative forms of organisation 
must be created. 

Resistance should be spread, with links created to 
workplaces and the community. Such links must be 
of a federal nature, with power resting firmly at the 
bottom in the hands of those involved. By organising 
in this manner we ensure that there is active partici- 
pation in activity and decision making by all involved 
Any organisation not based on these principles, such 
as the trade unions, are part of the problem. 

We reject the dead end of electioneering. We must 
organise and fight where we have real power, in 
our communities and workplaces. From there we 
can impose by direct action that which politicians 
can never get in Parliament. Only this can create 
the spirit of revolt needed to resist oppression and 
get improvements in the here and now, as well as 
creating a new world. 

REVOLUTION 

THIS new world is not for the distant future. It exists 
now, in our hearts. By organising ourselves, using 
direct action and showing solidarity we create the 
ideas and structures of this new world within the 
present one. Only this will allow us to organise as a 
class and take-over our workplaces and communities, 
so winning the class war. Without this take-over we 
will struggle within the system, but never replace it. 

A FREE SOCIETY can only be created and run 
from below, by and for everyone. No political 
party acting or seizing power on our behalf can 
do it for us. We reject the "would-be" rulers of left- 
wing parties and their politics. A free society can never 
come through Parliament or any other state. Parlia- 
ment is organised to protect privilege and oppression, 
it cannot be reformed. States, by their structure and 
internal workings, create bureaucracy, with its own 
interests, power and privileges. They can never be 
used to abolish inequality and injustice. 



THE NEW SOCIETY 

Society can be organised in a better way, one 
that meets the needs of all and the environment 
This society is anarchy (or libertarian commu- 
nism/socialism). 

Anarchism comes from our needs and desires for free- 
dom, equality and solidarity. It is the means by which 
we, the working class, can win the class war and cre- 
ate the sort of world we want and need. 

Anarchism is based on the free federation of autono- 
mous groups, directly controlled from the bottom up 
by their members. In an anarchist society, self -man- 
agement replaces government and bosses. This de- 
centralisation ensures that we take control of our own 
fates, without leaders and led. 

• Our goal is the creation of a • 
global community where 

• The world's resources are held in com- 
mon and shared. 

• People manage their own lives, work and 
communities. 

• All have an equal say in decision making 
through decentralised forms of organisa- 
tion.

Scottish @ meeting report continued.... 

Discussions - 

1 Talk and discussion on Scottish Anarchism - the last 10 years. 

(notes on talk hopefully included, if not, available from Glasgow). Too lengthy/difficult to reproduce the 
whole debate, but following gives an idea of the areas covered - all views expressed those of individuals. 

The question of @'s relationship to the new Militant and Scottish socialist Alliance - very few women 
involved in Scot®, despite initiatives like Tantrum in Glasgow - significance of new global networks inspired 
by the Zapatistas - in Britain Reclaim the Streets and the L/pool dockers struggles stand out - attention paid to 
green struggles is a reflection of the general lack of struggle. Green issues don't interest most people. The 
working class doesn't exist any more - The working class has changed, but still exists. Class society still exists 
- capitalism has changed, we have to take account of the new industries - shouldn't look on green struggles as 
single issues, Reclaim the Streets have linked up with the L/pool dockers - should look at issues like Parks 
Dept workers suffering ill-health due to spraying harmful pesticides etc - debate on green politics and class - 
limiting to talk only about class struggle, need to talk about social struggles - resisting racism/ imperialism and 
sexism/ patriarchy is equally important as resisting the economic exploitation of capitalism - many people in 
the @ movement have come from alternative music, animal rights etc backgrounds, they shouldn't reject the 
way they came to @ - a poss way forward : Murray Bookchin's idea of the active citizen, eg Workers City in 
Glasgow, the anti poll tax movement - The difference between revolutionaries and others is that we have an 
analysis of the world. The next step is to change things. We must organise collectively, that is the basis of 
everything. We should be involved in current struggles, eg in Glasgow at present community centres are being 
occupied in Pollok and Easterhouse. - We need a strategy and a programme. We need to be clearer. - We should 
be involved in struggles of course, but sometimes things just come out of the blue, like May 68 in France - it's 
useful for us to come together like today, especially for those of us who are in smaller places where we can feel 
isolated - We need a modern analysis, not relying on old @ figures, many of whom had dubious ideas, theory is 
important in struggle, we should avoid the leftist fault of exaggerating the things that are being done by the 
government - in Sweden @'s pay a lot of attention to building solidarity within the group, this is important - a 
good activity is the occupation of self-managed community centres, like ACE. 

2) Scottish Anarchism - the next 10 years. 

This talk covered : How to network. What struggles to get involved in. How to attract and keep people. 
How to sustain momentum and build upon success. Reps of current struggles reporting on their experiences. 
How to build a Scottish network which will last. The need for a long term strategy. How to achieve a presence 
and make an impact. (Sorry we haven't got a fuller account of this section) 

3) Report on the Encuentro in the Spanish state in summer 1997. 2 comrades had made the 
sacrifice to leave the dear green place and make the arduous journey to sun-ravaged Iberia to attend this 
international meeting. This was the 2nd Encuentro, the 1st had been in Chiapas, inspired by Zapatista revolt. 

There were 2,500 - 4,000 people there (about 1,000 from Italy!), including people from the Landless 
Peasants Movement in Brazil, and the meetings took place in 6 locations. 

Main themes : * neo liberalism and economics * against globalisation : our worlds and their worlds 
* struggles for culture * struggle against patriarchy * ecology * against exclusion * world without borders 

A major theme throughout was creating a network of struggles. A database of addresses is being drawn up, 
and our comrades brought back loads of addresses. Info on the Encuentro available on the internet on the 
Workers Solidarity Movement site. Aim is to have an annual Encuentro, next year hopefully in north Africa. 

An anarchist camp has been set up in Chiapas, should we be supporting it? (support also needed by 
anarchist social centres in Moscow and Belarus) 

4) MOVING FORWARD 

Proposal to set up solidarity groups in different neighbourhoods of cities like Glasgow, with local 
broadsheets. Should avoid the centralisation that happened with the Solidarity Centre. Positive experience of 
the Ateneo's (anarchist social centres) in Barcelona, organised on a local level (tho' we would not have resources 
to have local centres right away, we would start with solidarity groups). It would still be necessary to have a 
wider Clydeside/ Edinburgh/ whatever group as well. 

Another proposal that affinity groups based on interests should precede geographical based groups. 

View put forward that "the citizen" rather than "the worker' was now taking on the active participatory role 
in history. - View that we should not be obsessed with struggles, but should communicate with people's 
concerns over the creeping barbarism in everyday life. We need to engender the idea of community, through 
propaganda and communication on an individual basis. - Description of the experience of the Autonomous 
Centre of Edinburgh, including claimants' group activity, pub nights at premises, info shop, public meetings on 
particular themes. However despite some successes numbers involved had not grown as much as hoped for.

We want communism, but communism without the 
despotic party rule that always ends so badly, as we have seen in places like the 
former USSR, in China, Cuba, North Korea and in Cambodia. 
As the quote on the other side of this leaflet says, to have socialism without 
freedom is tyranny and to have freedom without socialism is inequality. 

A jealous lover of human liberty, deeming it the absolute 
condition of all that we admire and respect in humanity, I 

reverse the phrase of Voltaire, and say that, if God really 
*/&f existed, it would be necessary to abolish him. 

Thembrahamic faiths of Judaism, Christianity and Islam are all death cults 
that claim we should focus on a supposed world beyond this "Vale of tears" 
and our life after death. They refuse the vitality of the material world in favour 
of a mythical realm, the existence of which can never be proven. This has been 
a useful tool over the millennia for keeping people from struggling to improve 
their situation in the real world. For this reason we have to oppose belief in 
gods and the supernatural, as anything that distracts from the veracity of our 
experience of the world we live in is an obstacle to realising the possibility of a 
world built for human needs.

Only a fool keeps a dog which bites it's master yet the 
rare alliance of Right Wing Conservative members and 
left wing Socialists (SWP? IMG etc) only just defeated the 
last attempt to have NALGO affiliate and contribute 
financially to the Labour Party locally. N.U.P.E. already 
does this but in other areas NUPE branches have disaffiliat- 
ed after their rough handling by the former Callaghan 
■ Govt. I feel that no political levy should be paid to the Parties, 
any of them! The money is better saved for our own 
disputes. The crocodile tears of Labour in Opposition 
must be compared to their own CUTS and 5 per cent 
wage ceiling. The radical posturing of the other Socialist 
And Communist Parties who would also 'take over on 
the worker's behalf would soon turn, like Tory & Labour 
& Liberal against 'the workers'. They'lf protect their 
'worker's state' till workers cease to agitate. So, rather 
than an alliance of alternative politicians just defeating 
Political Levy for the Labour Party to then go out 
recruiting for their own Party. NALGO members should 
declare for branch autonomy. 

The union itself is a form of Insurance which you pay 
weekly subs, to in case of 'accident". The Council waited 
until April this year to award us last years wage increases 
as the local NALGO collects dues and the Paid Officials 
act as a personnel management dept. for the bosses. The 



joke too is that this management dept. is paid for by the 
council employees in the form of their own dues, no 
wonder in the light of such passivity the Council & NALGO 
organised the work-stoppages so as to consult their 
workers last. They organised the whole show from above 
and let us into the Town Hall and Movie Theatre to clap the 
Official good guys and boo the Official bad guys before 
returning us to wage-slavery until the next failure to get 
paid last year's award requires a re-run. It is a bit like 
going to a therapist after being raped, the obvious 
catch is that the therapist (Council & Union) is the 
Rapist. 

Even the rank & file group, the National NALGO 
ACTION GROUP within N A LGOJias at it's local meetings 
would-be politicians and hacks from parties. Some of these 
people it comes as no surprise are higher-grade/higher 
paid Management Services Personnel whose careers 
inevitably require opportunities to be taken to arise from 
faction in the Council and Trade Union paid bureaucracy to 
Big Shots. To do this they require push/following/gang/ 
hackettes to help them in their try at Leadership against 
the other factions. (This process does of course occur withm 
the Tory & Right Wing groups in fact all vertical, hierarchic- 
al and authoritarian Statelets). 

Thus despite their aspirations or really because of them 
they have to slum it, hunt for votes, be seen on the 
scene (in all the correct meetings, demo's and campaigns) 
and generally APPEAR to be on 'yer real worker's side' 
Until they can fill those elected positions and keep them 
captured from all other factions. Victory is not certain 
though as the big shots up higher and the next wave of up 
and coming gangs will try and use them or destroy them.

:,.A.G. are after recruits to their group, they care 
more about their cosy little group with its pleasant 
'comradely' atmosphere than with actually caring 
or listening to members. On the evidence of Lambeth 
NAG we would say they are complete hypocrites 

They say: "....control our industrial action our - 
selves", and,"Action to be determined by meetings 
of all members directly affected. "Yet they object 
to our calls for direct action, (i.e. workers taking 
action for themselves). What they mean by 'action' 
is action directed from above, led by our so-called 
Leaders, 'action ' that is contained and safe. They 
would like to see themselves in full command, and 
us to follow their orders, to further their careers. 

They say "Grievances to be dealt with as and 
when thcv arise, not referred on and lost in the 
union machinery", and they claim tit* be anti- 
bureaucratic. Yet NAG members are in full control 
of the Union at Branch level, they make up the 
majority of the Executive Branch Secretary 
Mike Waller is also a member. So they ARE the 
bureaucracy they claim to oppose. They didn't like 
our overall tone, because we urge people to think 
and act for themselves, we are opposed to full-time 
Union bureaucrats. 

They say: "Effective membership involvement 
means more than just wheeling the masses on and 
off stage like a stage army. Members need to be 
involved at every stage of Union activity. " 
In reality NAG don't put this into practice. The 
Day of Action was a case in point, the Union 
bureaucrats expected people to lose a day's pay 
and march through the streets on their command. 
The workers were used like a 'stage army '. NAG 
don't want to see members actually INVOLVED, 
and doing things for themselves, they want to see 
members attend meetings and go on marches and 
cheer or jeer on command. 

They say: 'Wo obstruction on tactics or stategy 
from bureaucratic Union Leaders or full-time 
Officials". In Lambeth this means no obstruction 
from NAG as they are the full-time officials and 
bureaucrats. Yet they refused to print this 
magazine, in arguments they admitted that 
individual action was not right and they supported 
only collective, organised struggles (who do you 
think would be in control?). 

They say: "We utterly reject the idea that a 
successful NALGO depends on Left-looking 
Leaders and Officials whose main qualification is 
their knowledge of bureaucratic procedures. Time 
after time it has been proved that without rank & 
file control such people become divorced from the 
needs of ordinary members and would rather sell 
out a claim than damage their careers and cosy 
relationship with the Employers." We think 
that NAG are the 'Left-looking leaders' they 
criticise. NAG control the local Union and no way 
is it under rank and file control. It's under the 
control of a small clique of SWP/NAG members 
and the majority of ordinary members have no 
say at all. 

NAG are hypocrites, for all their 'great ideas' 
and 'socialist' words they are no different from any 
moderate or Right wing Leaders. What we need are 
independent Unions, without Leaders and full-time 
Officials. A Union organised and run by the 
members, with elected Reos that are elected and

THE STRUGGLE FOR A BETTER LIFE 



HOW IT ALL BEGAN 



In the 19th century during the Industrial Revolution, workers were being packed into factories 
and workshops and forced to work a 14 hour day, 6 day week. It's not surprising that ail over 
the country, people faced with this prospect set out to sabotage and destroy the inhuman 
technology which was making this possible. The Luddite movement rose up and tried to get 
rid of this new Capitalism, but was visciously repressed by the Army. Out of this, workers 
began to organise at the place of work for better conditions, in Unions. But it has been the 
direct action of workers, against those who rule - landowners, industrialists and politicians - 
that has succeeded in getting them a better deal. 

In 1836 , engineers struck for 8 mths to win a 60 hr week, and in the following industrial unrest 
Parliament was forced in 1847 to pass a Factory Act for a 10 hr day. 

In 1884 , a massive 8 hr day movement was spreading across America, and due to great repression 
Mayday became an annual workers' demonstration for better working conditions. 
In 1886 , the 8 hr movement started in this country, but it wasn't until the mass strikes before 
and during the First World War and the great spread of ideas of syndicalism and workers' 
control, that the 8 hr day was achieved. 

Then in 1919 , the.. Clyde side workers demanded the 5-day, 40 hr week, which was persued during 
the 30's. 

It wasn't till 1959 that Printworkers in Heet St, traditionally the most indeDendant, organised and 
militant people, got it, and by 1968 it was widely in effect. Many of these Fleet St. workers are 
now on a 32^ hr week. 

| Although this struggle is undermined by the continuance of overtime, piecework and productivity 
deals, there's no doubt that we've fought for, and achieved a lot since the 84 hr week of the early 
19th century. 

HOW IT IS NOW , 

Average hours worked are 44, compared with 37 in America. There, the 35 hr,4 day week is 
common, and since 1962, the Electricians in New York are on a 25 hr week'. Workers here work 
the longest hours, with the least holidays, in Europe, where they have 4-6 wks holiday and loads 
of extra days off. From 1953 to 1973, productivity grew by 117%, whereas the working-week 
( which could' ve been cut to 2\ days ) was only cut by l\ hrs.So all the benefits of technology 
are reaped by the rich, while we are turned into robots, our skills discarded. Industrialists 
want us to compete for jobs to keep wages down, but it is obvious that unemployment could be 
abolished, with a decent living income for every adult. 

I Meanwhile, having won a little leisure time and a higher standard of living, we find there is 
| mare boredom and frustration than before, and some people spend 10/20/30 hrs watching the 
telly. With the planned destruction of communities, to make fiats, roads and estates all the same, 
the quality of life is getting poorer. People feel insecure and powerless. In this way, those in 
power can continue to strenghthen their hold over us, and begin to take back any gains we've 
made. After all, they've never given a fuck about us, and never will.Everythhing has had to be 
fought for. We must continue to improve our standard of living, and use the money and leisure 
to educate ourselves to live freer, more satisfactory lives. Crucial to this is less time in the 
grips of employers at work, and more with our children, men and women we live with, our 
neighbours and friends. Looking after a home and kids can be a prison for the person there, 
usually women, so these tasks must be shared, for EVERYBODY'S sake'. Women are not going 
to put up with drudgery, and nor must other workers. 

We're not extentions of machines, zombies to be pushed around at will by Governments. We 
will fight for a society where useless work is abolished, and work is for need, not profit. Where 
money and power no longer rule. Where workers on the shop-floor control their work, and 
where all Institutions of the State which manipulate us, will be pulled apart. Mutual aid and 
solidarity will create the free structures we'll need to run the world. Start the struggle now'.

55 HOUR WEEK-NO LOSS OF PAY 



The demand for the 35 hour week is the biggest proposed change in the working week for 
many many years . It is a legitimate demand of the workers for a share in the benifits of 
technology. Was it not HAROLD WILSON who said in October 1963 , that the 'coming white- 
hot heat Of the technological revolution T would bring benefits to all. So far the advances 
in technology have meant only lenthening dole queues and increased boredom in work. 
THE 35 HOUR DEMAND is one way of making automation work for us. 

HOW DO WE GET IT ? 

The Post Office Engineers have pointed the way for the rest of us , Inasmuch as they have 
taken industrial action of a type that hits the bosses hard but minimizes the financial loss 
to the workers . By working to rule and other such guerilla tactics , this ensures that the 
workers are controlling the struggle . If an all out strike where to take place workers 
would be split up and our financial losses would be greater. It would also leave things in the 
hands of the union bosses. The mistake the P.O. Engineers have made is to let the national 
officials do the talking. Workers must not only control the struggle but also the demands. 

THE UNION BOSSES 

The need for workers to control the fight cannot be over emphasised. One has only to look 
at what the union bosses have negotiated for the P.O. Engineers. They have agreed to a 37^ 
hour week in-exchange for a wide sweeping productivity deal. This means that the P.O. Work 
-ers will have to cram 40 hours work Into 37^. This coupled with certain local perks being 
lost will not create new jobs but will have the opposite effect. So much for the unions concern 
for unemployment. It must be made quite clear that a reduction in hours does not mean an 
increased work load. Its our struggle, our demand, we will decide what is acceptable, 
NOT THE UNION BOSSES . 

THE ACTION'S STARTED 

In the car-factories and building sites they're talking about it, the firemen h ave" been promised 
it (although promises aren't much good), and postal engineers are fighting for it. The Union 
Leaders are trying to head it off and control it, but it is OUR responsibility to join in the 
fight, support those willing to take action, and to fight for it ourselves.

Jamais history By 1981 
Jamal had established himself 
in Philadelphia USA as a 
controversial journalist who 
often spoke against injustices. 
The 'Philadelphia magazine' 
said of him "an eloquent 
activist not afraid to raise his 
voice". Jamal, an ex-Black 
Panther, was well known for his 
relentless coverage of the 1978 
police attack on the 'Move" 
organisation's Powelten village 
commune. The conviction of 
nine 'Move' members led to 
sentences of 30 to 100 years. 
Jamal's coverage questioned 
the police brutality of the attack 
and the fairness of the trial. 

Events leading to Jamal's ar- 
rest/conviction In 1982 Jamal 
was driving a cab in Philadel- 
phia when he saw a brother be- 
ing beaten by a police officer. 
Jamal rushed to the scene to 
stop the beating. According to 
eyewitnesses someone fired at 
the officer and fled. Jamal was 
shot in the stomach and lay 
bleeding for 45 minutes until he 
was taken to hospital. Wit- 
nesses say Jamal was beaten by 
police officers as he lay there; 
hospital staff say Jamal was 
beaten by officers at the hospi- 
tal. Surgery removed the bullet 
that had perforated Jamal's 



liver. Despite evidence to the 
contrary, Jamal was charged 
and convicted of killing the 
police officer. 

A Farcical Trial Here's a few 
of the many discrepancies: 
* Jamal was only given $ 1 50 for 
pre-trial investigation. 
*The state failed to provide ad- 
dresses of the eyewitnesses, 
Jamal found only 2 out of 25. 
*A court appointed attorney 
allocated to Jamal told the court 
he hadn't the time or the train- 
ing to handle the case - he was 
forced to take the case. 
*40% of Philadelphia's resi- 
dents are black. The jury con- 
sisted of 10 whites; 2 blacks. 

The judge from Hell Judge 
Albert Sabo presided over the 
trial. He was responsible for 
one in seven death sentences in 
the state of Pennyslavia. Appel- 
late courts have overturned ver- 
dicts in 1 8 of Sabo's cases, 5 of. 
them death sentences. 

State Racism in the USA 50% 

of those on death row are col- 
oured. Black men make up 40% 
of death row prisoners, al- 
though they make up less than 
6% of the U.S. population. 



Latest News Jamal has ex- 
hausted all his direct appeals 
and now a death warrant has 
been signed for 10pm 17 Au- 
gust. Public pressure can stop 
the execution, allowing time for 
Jamal's legal team to prepare a 
petition for a new trial. 

Support There have been 
many impressive demonstra- 
tions in the States and Europe. 
In Philadelphia alone 1000 took 
to the streets for Jamal. 284 
were arrested in San Francisco 
on 26 June as angry demonstra- 
tors blocked streets.

TRIAL I 



The Crime. On 15 January 1978 the Scala 

nightclub in Barcelona was attacked with molotov 
cocktails. 4 employees died when the club was 
burned to the ground. The attack came just after 
a successful mass CNT demonstration against 
the Moncloa Pact (Spain's Social Contract). The 
police made great play of this fact and arrests 
were made among CNT members. 

The accused Jose Cuevas, Francisco Javier 

Canadas, Arturo Palma, Luis Munoz, Maria del 
Pilar Alvarez, Maria Lopez. 

The trial opened with the prosecution demand 
-ing sntences of 80 years each against Cuevas, 
Canadas and Palma, 39 years against Munoz 
and 19 years against Lopez, with a lesser penalty 
against Alvarez. 

The trial opened on 1 December. The first days 
proceedings were largely consumed with attempts 
by the defence to have the trial dropped due to 
the absence of the sinister Joaquin Gambin, who 
was, the CNT insists the provocateur and real 
author of the Scala attack. Curiously enough, the 
police seem to be the only people in Spain who 
cannot locate the elusive Gambin against whom 
a warrant was issued. CNT general secretary Jose 
Bondia in a press conference on 28 November 
disclosed that Gambin had spent the previous 
night at his parents home at No. 96 Caserio de 
los Dulces, in Rincon de la Seca, Murcia, and 
that Gambin had been seen driving a beige Seat 
124 with Madrid licence plates 790,223. At no 
time in the days that followed did police 
attempt to follow up this information. 

Also on the first day, the court heard allegat- 
ions that confessions had been extracted from 
the accused by torture. This coincided with 
release of Amnesty International's findin g s that 
torture is still rife in Sptin, Also, Maite Fabres 
who was arrested in connection with the Scala 
outrage and against whom all charges were later 
dropped, also signed a confession while in police 
custody...,! confession that police later chose to 
disregard. 



As the trial continued, eyewitnesses to the 
attack were heard. Maso, the manager of the 
Scala denied that the accused were the people 
he saw throw molotov cocktails. Miguel Manzana 
head barman at the Scala did likewise. Francisco 
Garcia Torres said that the attackers "were not 
hippies. They looked like they came from wealthy 
families." Evidence from an eyewitness, a retired 
Captain of the Guardia Civil (since deceased) 
stated that the attackers had short hair. 

On 4 December, the Prosecutor reduced the 
terms he was demanding from 309 '4 years to 66V2 
years. Alvarez and Lopez were freed. Munoz was 
eligible for parole. Against Cuevas the prosecution 
was now asking 21 years, 21 for Canadas and 20 
for Palma. 

The prosecution's case was that the bombing 
of the Scala was Canadas's idea... in a fit of pique 
at the CNT demonstration having gone off peace- 
fully. He and Cuevas and Palma and Munoz and, 
"persons unknown" threw one molotov each£ 

Against this the defence insisted on the role 
of Gambin. He had manufactured, stored, used 
the molotovs. He alone had escaped arrest saying 

" I'm off. Things are a bit too hot for me 

around here." One man could have shed light 
on Gambin's movements on that day.... CNT 
personality Luis Andres Edo. But of course Edo 
is in jail in connection with an obvious frame-up 
designed to silence him alid protect the "elusive" 
Gambin. 

The prosecution denied charges of a police 
frame-up and provocation designed to discredit 
the CNT. He even stated : "The CNT is not on 
trial here". Odd when a cabinet Minister and t;he 
TV in Spain had denounced the 'hand of the CNT 
in the Scala attack'. The prosecutor did concede 
that police may have discovered the authorship 
of the attack "through an informer" (Gambin?) 
and stressed that Barcelona police (he emphasized 
Barcelona) had engineered no frame-up. 



Other curiosities about this case: 

(1) How werethe police able to trace the attacks 
in under 12 hours? 

(2) How come there were no architectural reasons 
why the Scala club should have collapsed 
after the fire? 

(3) If the Scala financ* were (as alleged) so 
healthy why had owners asked for a 
suspension of their doty to make social 
security payments on behalf of their staff? 

(4) Just prior to the attack an outside broadcast 

TV van waited outside the Scala to televise 
a cabaret. Why was it removed just before 
the attack? 

(5) Why was demolition of the Scala allowed 

before a proper forensic examination of the 
ruins could be made? 

(6) Why did the Insurance companies pay out to 

the Scala's owners when in Spain they do 
not compensate victims of terrorist attacks? 

(7) How come within 26 hours of the attack the 

Scala's owners tore up fee contracts of their 
200 employees and haw failed to re-employ 
even one when they nave opened several 
new nightclubs? 

(8) Opposite the Scala was a newspaper kiosk 
whose owner saw the attack. He was murder- 
ed whilst the accused were in police custody. 

(9) What became of the monies collected in 

several accounts towards a public subscription 
for the rebuilding of the Scala? This was 
before the Scala's insurers paid up. 

(10) An amateur photographer recorded the fire. 
Within days his negatives and copies had 
been acquired by persons unknown. These 
photographs could prove the innocence 
of the accused.

LESSONS FROM 

POLAND 



I Without trade unions, without a 'vanguard party' f without access to state- 
owned radio, television, or newspapers, the Polish workers were able to 
linitiate a general strike. This strike spread through the length and breadth 
of the nation, paralysed foreign commerce and effectively brought the 
economic life of Poland to a standstill .These feats were attained notwithst- 
anding the total domination of Poland by the Communist Party and the Red 
Army since the end of the Second World War. 

The Polish workers compelled negotiations, and apparent concessions from 
their rulers caused the premature retirement of a significant portion of 
the hitherto entrenched leadership and obtained, at least on paper, rights 
which are unprecedented in the Eastern Bloc. Yet for all their accomplishmen- 
ts, we should not fail to observe how and why they have fallen so short of 
the mark of their own freedom. In analysing the situation in Poland, we have 
no use for the self-serving hypocricy of mainstream politicians like Garter* 
I and Thatcher who praise the 'heroic Polish workers' for acts which would 
bring swift and violent denunciation if undertaken by American and British 
workers. Nor do we have any use for the sick fears of Stalinists who see 
only the work of 'anti-socialist elements' in Poland. In addition, we should 
not try to explain away such disconcerting phenomena as Catholic Masses in 
the Gdansk shipyards or choose to dismiss the entire event as insignificant 
because of the reformist nature of the workers* demands. The whole picture 
must be seen, warts and all, and we should not be blind to either its 
weaknesses or its strengths. 

The strike was triggered by a Found of price increases in J urn* and more 
generally by food shortages for workers and the accompanying endless queues 
and a hatred for the privileged 'red bourgeoisie' - the Communist Party 
elite. Significantly, one of the first actions of the workers in the Lenin 
shipyards in Gdansk was to call for the melting down of the statue of 
Lenin at the gates, and for the erection of a monument to their own comrades 
massacred by the Party militia in 1970,at that very place.Despite this 
kind of example, present-day Leninists world-wide still fail to see the 
connection between an authoritarian and hierarchically-structured party 
fetficl the kind of prison society such parties have introduced - and always 
will.

WHAT'S WRONG WITH THE UNIONS 



The present butchering of the mining industry shows the unfading Tory onslaught on working 
people. Clearly, it is part of the government's wider strategy to destroy all organised workforces In 
the country. The Labour Party's response is to send a petition while the 'left' still demands the TUC 
to call a general strike. With Union power severly curtailed since even the 1984/5 miners' strike this 
strategy is unreal we shall not call on the TUC to get off its knees. We are not prepared to deceive 
workers into thinking this is a viable strategy. The TUC will not defend the miners or anyone else; the 
unions are in disarray after a decade of Thatcherism they desperately seek a return to power with 
some sort of social partnership with the state and the bosses. With continuing threats like privatisa- 
tion and legal restrictions on industrial action ail Willis & co offer are prayers for a Labour victory at 
the next election. Even if Labour do win do we really believe Smith will do anything to benefit 
workers? - the history of Labour governments speaks for itself. They have already made it clear they 
do not intend to scrap Tory industrial relations laws. And what strategy do our union leaders offer 
if the Tories win? - total surrender.... 

The unions now see a future as bigger, richer financial institutions, offering the likes of mortgages 
and credit cards with no attempt to defend , let alone improve, pay and conditions. This is no surprise 
- their whole structure is increasingly divorced from the workplace. Even at the lowest level, the 
branch, many officials see their role not as confronting management, but getting involved in 
internal union business and endless committees - anything to further their careers and avoid a day's 
work. The further up the union you look, the more remote and better paid the officials are. 

INDUSTRIAL ACTION 

When workers organise industrial action they invariably have to fight not only management but 
also the union which is interested only in restoring industrial peace as quick as possible. When unions 
have managed to organise strikes, their members' efforts and sacrifices are so often undermined 
by divided and competing unions. 

However, it's not only a problem of reformist unions that workers face but also capitalism which 
divides society into 2 classes with opposing interests, offering the working class only increasing 
poverty. Nor do we see any role for marxism, which as East European workers know to their cost, 
leads to greater misery and exploitation. 

REVOLUTIONARY UNIONS 

We therefore advocate revolutionary unions throughout industry, federated together to form 
one workers' organisation, independent of political parties. Such unions should be run by and for 
workers themselves, free from overpaid bureaucrats and careerists. The short term aim is to improve 
pay and conditions, in the long term to prepare workers by taking control of their own struggles for 
the day they take over their own industries and run them for the benefit of society as a whole, based 
on need not profit. 

Obviously such unions can't be built overnight. We therefore advocate creating networks of 
workers in the same industry whose aim will be to set them up. Initially a network will bring like-minded 
activists together to circulate ideas and information. In rejecting the idea that today's unions can 
be turned into fighting organisations networks will oppose standing for full-time positions in the 
attempt to get more left wing leaders. That is not to say they will ignore the unions. We will try to force 
them to defend the workers they so readily take dues off and expose them when they fail. Networks 
will not work within union structures but in the workplace where our power lies, where conflict with 
management arises and where we can involve all those we work with no matter which union 
they're in.

PROJECT WORK 

ARE WE GOING TO ALLOW 
SLAVE LABOUR (N OUR WORKPLACES ? 



PROJECT WORK is the latest 
government slave labour 
scheme. It means compulsory 
work for benefits. It's an 
attack on the unemployed - and 
on all workers. If employers 
can get conscript labour for 
nothing it's going to worsen 
everyone's wages and 
conditions. It must be stopped. 

Your boss might be approached to 
take on Project Work slaves. Are 
we going to let them get away 
with this? 

The government aims to impose 
Project Work on 29 areas, 
covering approximately one third 
of unemployed claimants in the 
UK. The slave scheme is due to 
start in Edinburgh, Dundee, and 
Dunfermline in April and in 
Lanarkshire from 27 February. 

COMPULSORY 

Project Work is to be forced on 
everyone unemployed for over 2 
years. All such claimants will be 
compelled to do 13 weeks 
compulsory work for their 
benefit, plus a paltry extra £ 10 per 
week. Unemployed people who 
refuse to attend or leave early will 
lose benefit. 

Schemes like Project Work and 
the Job Seekers Allowance are 
part of the same pro-rich anti 
working class policy as the 
government is imposing on 
everyone who's not a fat cat. 



WHICH EMPLOYERS 
COULD USE PROJECT WORK? 

They aim to administer it through 
pnvatc sector "training" 
organisations like Grand Met and 
Instant Muscle. They will be trying 
to find work placements in the 
private sector, charities and the 
voluntary sector, and the public 
sector. Colleges and universities 
could be asked to participate. Any 
employer which has Training for 
Work "trainees" is likely to be 
approached. 




Cutting public spending and 
benefits, holding down wages, 
restricting the right to strike and 
picket, boosting tax cuts and 
profits for the rich they all go 
together. 

Project Work could be used to try 
and cover for some of the brutal 
cuts that Scottish Councils are 
trying to inflict on public services 
and voluntary organisations. 

CONSCRIPTS 

If Project Work succeeds the next 
step will be full blown workfare 
like in the USA. Everyone 
unemployed will be forced to 
work for their benefits. Workers 
will be sacked and replaced with 
dole conscripts as recently 
happened on the New York 
subway, and as happens here with 
young workers and Youth 
Training. 

The Project Work pilot schemes 
in Kent and on Humberside have 
met widespread opposition. Local 
Councils and most local charities 
have boycotted the scheme. 
Karen Spooner, chair of 
Humberside Voluntary Sector 
Alliance, says "We didn't think it 
was appropriate to offer 
placements, particularly in care 
work to people who were 
compelled to be there under threat 
of losing their benefit." 

Already the Scottish Council of 
Voluntary Organisations and 
Community Service Volunteers 
Scotland have announced their 
opposition. "We will not be 
taking part, and most voluntary 



sector providers will be reluctant 
to participate," says Paul Zeaiey, 
for Community Service 
Volunteers Scotland (quotes in The 
Scotsman 12.12.96). Unemployed 
and claimants' groups UK-wide 
are opposing Project Work. 

ACTION 

It's action that's needed to stop 
Project Work. It's no good people 
saying it's wrong - and then doing 
nothing. If your boss is planning 
to use Project Work slave labour, 
we ask you to consider taking 
collective action to stop Project 
Work coming into your 
workplace. Often the threat of 
real resistance could be enough to 
put an employer off. 

The benefit authorities are already 
in difficulties trying to implement 
the new Job Seekers Allowance. 
It will be difficult for them to find 
enough places for Project Work 
slaves. A widespread boycott 
could make a real difference. 
Let's make the project 
unworkable !

Tough Times at Work? 



As you know the government has introduced new legislation in the form of the JSA and Project Work. This means 
that ES and BA staff suffer from 

• threat of mass redundancies (up to 30% in some areas). Management forecasts suggest ES staffing leverls will be 
reduced from 46,000 to 22,000 in '96-'97. 

• an increase in NI contributions despite the cut in associated benefits 

• increased violence against counter staff (assaults have risen by 240% in last 3 years) 

• performance related pay 

• increased pressure from a heavier workload 

• an inadequate computer system - a high level decision was taken to purchase a system virtually identical to the 
previous failure - bought not for efficiency but to give 'jobs for the boys' (as exposed on Channel 4) 

It's Hard Work on the Dole.... 

For claimants it means 

• being forced off benefits when there is no other financial option to support us 

• realising that your right to eat, to have a home, buy clothes, lies in someone else's hands 

• living in a society where high unemployment levels are a deliberate government policy which makes it impossible 
for everyone to have a job 

• being constantly told to feel guilty for not having a job 

• having your unpaid work such as housework, childcare, survival on dole, emotional struggles, voluntary work, 
facing prejudice, all unacknowledged 

• being forced onto compulsory training and workfare schemes against our will 

• meeting with disrespect and outright harassment from some ES and BA staff 



Don't Agonise, Organise! 



As ES and BA workers there are various things you can do to improve your situation. Most Job Centres boycotted 
JSA pilot schemes; it is possible to prevent legislation passed down from above actually being enforced by grass- 
roots organisation or through union (CPSA) action. 

What else can we do? 

As claimants we decided we had to get together and organise against these injustices to try and create a better life for 
everyone. So we formed Edinburgh Claimants group. This means 

• we say no to JSA and Project Work which steal our rights 

• we produce information for other claimants to help them know what benefits they are entitled to 

• we fight along with claimants to win back benefits they are wrongfully denied 

• we have organised a campaign called "3 Strikes" 

About 3 Strikes! 

Firstly 3 Strikes does not target ordinary ES and B A workers. 3 Strikes is a campaign to highlight the abuse of 
power. If complaints of harassment of a claimant by a ES or BA official are reported and verified then 3 Strikes 
begins : 

• 1st Strike - a warning letter is sent out to the staff member concerned and the manager of their office 

• 2nd Strike - another warning letter is sent out 

• 3rd Strike - a demo is organised at the desk of the offending official and a poster of shame campaign is launched 
city- wide. The person concerned has the right at any stage to appeal to an independent claimant tribunal!

WHAT HAPPENED IN CHILE? 

In September 1973 the military seized power. They kiiied the President and 40,000 
other Chileans. They rule today as a dictatorship. There is no parliament, and all 
elections are forbidden. Although today the Stadium is no longer used, elsewhere 
in Chile jails and military camps are crowded with political prisoners. 2,500 persons 
arrested by DIN A, the secret police, hav? simply disappeared. Democracy has been 
destroyed. Human rights and individual freedom* are nonexistent. 
BRITAIN 

The British Government Opposes the Scotland-Chile match. Three British citizens 
were imprisoned in the stadium itself in 1973. A British doctor, SHEILA CASS10Y, 
was brutally tortured by the Chilean police.. 1975. In protest the British Ambassador 
was withdrawn from Santiago. The Labour Party, the TUC, the STUC and many 
Scottish MPs and other progressive bodies oppose the match. They believe* that
